NAVa/rO would succeed .LaNGAOANG as Business Agent for the Union.- 

/ Although BULOSAN's details concerning his adherences to the Ca line 

and his; connections with the Kukbalahup movement were vague and insufficient, 
no. concerted effort was made to force him to make unequivical statements. It 
was felt that perhaps sometime in the' future, another interview could bo had 
with BULOSAN under more favorable circumstancos.

On 5/10/55, WILLIAM HENNESSEY, Attorney, Smith Tower 
Building, Seattle, made available to the writer certain minutes 
of the membership meeting of Local 37, Cannery Workers, ILWU, 
Seattle, Wash., which are in his possession, with a view in mind 
to possible use in a legal action now pending against the leader¬ 
ship of this local. These minutes, examined by the writer 
5/10/55 in the office of Mr. HENNESSEY, a friend of SA JOSEPH 
MCDONALD, recently of this office, are not complete in that they 
are apparently a collection of particular minutes of particular 
meetings made available to Mr. HENNESSEY, but do not include 
or purport to include the minutes of every meeting of the local. 

The following information is set out, following this, 
review, as pertinent to COMINFIL, ILWU case file. . 

The minutes of the regular membership meeting held at 
Seattle 6/28/50, reflect that the membership' was addressed by a 
Miss LONNIE NELSON, who spoke on "Peace" - about a protest against 
the viciousness of war, originating in Sweden. She noted that 
there were 120,000,000 signatures to this petition. Following 
this talk by Miss NELSON, it was moved, seconded and carried by 
the membership that the local endorse ".... the world’s move 
for peace."

The minutes for the membership meeting of July 2 6 , 1950, 
at Seattle, reflect that TOM RABBITT addressed the membership 
and spoke on peace and outlawing the atom bomb. 

These minutes reflect that the Portland membership 
was addressed January 21, 1951, by a Miss KATHLEEN CRONIN, 

"who did a lot for the protection of the foreign born", as she 
was introduced. She talked briefly, but about what was not 
quite clear in the minutes.. 

The minutes of the Portland membership meeting'for 
April 22, 1951* reflect that this group was addressed by a 

MARY JANE _ on the defense of the foreign born. The 

minutes later reflect that a TANCIOCO was talking, no first 
name listed (it is noted that .MARY JANE may well be>MARY JANE 
TANCIOCO). This TANCIOCO talked in part, "I have spoken in 
several meetings of different organizations in behalf of the 
protection of the foreign born." 

The minutes of the membership meeting for Local J-C 
(Seattle), dated June 20, 1951, reflect that MARGARET DONALDSON, 
Introduced as a representative of the "Peace Crusader". 
Specifically she wanted the Cannery Workers represented at a 
"peace conference" to be held*in Chicago June 30 and July 1 
(1951). She also wanted an endorsement of Senator JOHNSON*s 
resolution concerning a cease-fire in Korea. PONCE TORRES 
spoke in favor of the resolution. ERNESTO MANGAOANG likewise 
spoke for the resolution. 

It was moved and' seconded that the group send a 
delegate. It was amended and carried that the local send 
one of the officials who is on the payroll to represent "us" 
at this affair. The minutes of the meeting of Local 7-C held July 
11, 1951, reflect that LAGUNILLA was "reporting on the peace 
crusade that he attended in the city of Chicago..."

On November 5 j 1959, a confidential source, contact 
with whom has been insufficient to judge the reliability 
of his information, voluntarily furnished the following 
information: 

This source stated that during a recent trip to 
the Philippine Islands in the summer of 1959* "responsible 
Philippine labor leaders" told the source that they were 
concerned with the emergence of what they termed "left-wing" 
thinking on the part of certain other Philippine labor 
leaders. Source explained that by "responsible labor leaders" 
is meant such individuals that agree with United States 
policy in the Philippines. 

Source continued that this emergence is causing 
concern as these "left-wing" labor individuals have in the 
past been afforded exchange type tours sponsored by "ICA" 
and/or the American Embassy, and these individuals appear, 
following their visits to the United States, to change their 
philosophy to the "Communist way of thinking."
